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TO THE TOWN OF EXETER. 


' Agreeably to a vote passed at the annual meeting in March, 1879, 
directing the trustees of the Robinson Female Seminary to prepare 
and present to the Town, at least one week prior to each annual elec- 
tion, ‘‘a full report of the progress and condition Jf the school nnder 
their charge,” the undersigned respectfully submit the following 


RE P Oke D.. 


The second school-year of the Seminary, since the opening of the 
new building, commenced on the seventh day of September, 1870. 
The board of instructors now consists of nine,—the Principal, and 
eight lady teachers, two of whom have special departments. 

The entire course of study p ovided for in the institution, extends 
over aperiod of ten years, of which three are devoted to the academ- 
ic-preparatory, or grammar schoo! department, four to the academic, 
or high school, and three to the collegiate department. 


The whole number of students who have been connected with the 
Seminary, the present year, is 264; of whom 83 were in the academic 
preparatory, 128 in the academic, and 53 in the collegiate depart- 
ments. Of the entire number all except 41 reside in Exeter. The 
tuition of nine of the pupils from other places, has been remitted by 
the trustees, upon evidence of straitened circumstances. The num- 
ber of those who entered the younges: class, the present year, was 
14, all of whom belong to Exeter, their average age was 11 1-3 vears, 

The trustees have reason to believe that the progress of the school 
during the last year has been on the whole very satisfactory to those 
most interested in its welfare, although the unusual prevalence of con- 
tagious disease in the town for some months past, has had its effeet 
upon this, as upon the other schools. 

‘The system of instruction, and the arrangement of studies as mod- 
ified by experience of the wants and capacities of the pupils, are 
brought up to the most approved standard of the day; the general 
diligence and interesPof the students ig most commendable; and we 
have great reason for congratulation in having secureda corps of 
such accomplished, earnest and conscientious instructors. 

The. Trustees entertain no doubt, from their own observation and 
from the opinions of impartial and competent visitors from other 
places, that in respect to efficiency and educational advantages, the 
condition of the Robinson Female Seminary may challenge compari- 
son with that of any town or city school, in the country.
